of a Mexico City dispatch the fate 
of the rebellion is being decided. 
Revolutionary headquarters claims 
the federals have withdrawn toward 
the c spital, but this is not borne 
out by newspaper correspondents on 
the scene, who report that the skua* 
ttion has remained stationary since 
Thursday’s fighting with 
the 
ad­ 
vance guards of the opposing forces 
in contact near San Marcos. 
Presi­ 
dent Obregon in a message to The 
Associated Press, brands the rebels* 
claims as false and says 
he 
has 
‘reasons to believe~that peace will 
be restored very quickly.” 
A federal th rust from the south in 
an effort to cut the railway line 
between Vera Cruz and 
the 
rebel 
arm ies is reported in a movement 
by General Dominuez over the rail­ 
way 
from 
Santa 
Lucrecia, 
with 
Corodoba and Crzaba as his objec­ 
tives. 
In the w estern area the Mexican 
w ar departm ent says, the operations 
against 
Guadalajara, 
the 
rebel 
stronghold, are “developing.” 


Says The Foe Retreats. 
MEXICO CITY, Dec. 19.— (Delay­ 
ed)—“There are no enemies for us 
to fight either in 
Vera 
Cruz 
or 
Jalisco,” President Obregon told the 
foreign correspondents tonight, “be­ 
cause they refuse to give battle and 
retreat continually, tearing up the 
tracks, preventing pursuit and leav­ 
ing prisoners and munitons behind.” 
Relative to the situation in the 
state of Jalisco on the west coft st, 
however, the president stated that 
he expected a battle there shortly, 
perhaps before Friday. The situation 
in Guerrero is not serious, according 
to the 
chief 
executive, 
although 
marked by tw’o revolts. 
The presi­ 
dent declared he expected the resi­ 
dents of Guerrero would themselves 
prove capable of dealing with the 
rebel general. 
President Obregon was as good 
humored as ever and joked about 
the burden of w’ork which the active 
direction of the m ilitary operations 
has forced upon him, asserting that 
the revolution had turned him again 
into a student, since he was com­ 
pelled carefully to study the geogra­

No clue to the murderer has yet 
been found. 
A broken shear blade 
was used to force the inner door aft­

Telephone

The panneling of an inside 
door was freshly broken. 
Feathers 
and bits of paper 
were 
scattered 
about the room.

and took her own name, which she 
continued to use. 
While not considered a wealthy 
woman Mrs. Suden

“For instance, farm experts will 
go in greater numbers to China and 
India to teach the people how to fer­ 
tilize their land, to grow’ better crops 
and to install modern farm machin­ 
ery, so that the hundreds of millions 
of those lands will not forever be at 
death’s door from starvation. Hous­ 
ing experts will teach 
the 
people 
how’ to build, so that sanitation may 
prevail and depressing health condi­ 
tions may be wiped out. Nurses will 
teach infant welfare, so that China 
may reduce her baby death rate, tor 
now’ seventy-five out of every hun­ 
dred babies die there before they ate 
one year old. In India and Africa the 
same ministry will be carried on. 
Evangelistic 
activities 
will 
be 
greatly enlarged, and new trails will 
be blazed into the vast 
territories 
where the name of Christ has never 
vet been heard. 
In spite of the fact 
that missions are a century old, less 
than one third of the world Is Chris­ 
tian, and hundreds of millions still 
live who are in utter ignorance 
of; 
Christanity. Hundreds of missionary! 
pastors are direly needed out on the 
world’s front line, and it is the vis-J 
ion of World Service to supply them. 
“Methodist Episcopal missionaries 
already are at work on a broad scale 
in forty different lands. 
“Our home missionary program it­ 
self is very extensive, including not 
only work among the Indians, the

I tory Hughes* disclosure of a Soviet 
movement to overthrow the Ameri­ 
can government was the subject of 
a stnate debate today in w’hich the 
authenticity of the secretary’s evi­ 
dence was questioned by Senators 
who have urged recognition of the 
Russian Soviet government.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Plans at- 
tributed to Russian soviet authorities 
for organizing and training “fight­ 
ing” units among American indus­ 
trial workers to “raise the red flag 
over the white house,” were publish­ 
ed today on authority of the state 
department to disclose definitely the 
basis of Secretary Hughes’ charge of 
revolutionary propaganda in his re­ 
fusal to enter into negotiations with 
the Moscow government. 
Detailed 
communist 
instructions 
from Russia to tho workers party of 
America, the authenticity of w’hich 
was vouched for by the department 
of justice, called for weekly “instruc­ 
tion in shooting” and “some instruc­ 
tion in pioneer work (sapper w’ork) 
for the “fighting units” in addition 
to “all other matters.” 
The plans

“Railroad workers, miners, 
weavers, steel workers and similar 
workers engaged in the principal in­ 
dustries of the United States,” were 
suggested as recruits for the units.

The attorney made this statement 
in criticising William Schley Howard 
of the presocution, who charged last 
night that Fox did 
not 
hear “the 
voice of God,” in his alleged delusion 
that prompted him to kill Coburn un­

“Schley Howard was not as 
sin­

A DESIRABLE AMENDMENT. 


A president of the United States holds 
office four months after his successor has 
been elected. 
A congress which has been 
repudiated in an election can continue for 
months to do the things that the people 
have just said they did not want done and 
thirteen months may 
elapse 
before the 
newly elected congress meets. 
To put an 
end to this state of affairs a constitutional 
amendment is proposed providing that the 
term of the president 
end 
on the third 
Monday in January and that the congres­ 
sional term end on the first Monday of that 
month. 
What is the public's feeling towards this 
proposed amendment. Probably the Jack­ 
sonville Times-Union expresses it pretty ac­ 
curately in the following: 
“We do not like the idea of making 
changes* 
in the Constitution 
except 
when suxh changes are necessary and 
so we do not take as much interest in 
this proposal as we would if it were 
of more 
vital 
importance. 
But the 
change would unquestionably be an 
improvement, for under 
our existing 
laws an 
administration 
and a con­ 
gress hold on too long after the people 
hove chosen their successors." 
That, we imagine, is about the way most 
people feel about the proposal. 
They are 
averse to making any more changes in the 
Constitution and yet they see that this pro­ 
posed change, 
though 
not of absolutely 
vital importance, would bring about a de­ 
cided improvement. 
Obviously this state 
of the public mind does not give congress 
much light on what the public wants it to 
do about the matter. 
In such a case congress can well afford 
to exercise its owe intelligence and discre­ 
tion. There is no great principle involved 
here, no change of national 
policy. 
All 
that is proposed is a slight revision of the 
machinery of government so as to bring it 
up to date—the abandonment of an obso­ 
lete arrangement which was designed to 
meet the conditions which 
existed when 
there were no railroads or telegraphs and 
the substitution of a new arrangement suit­ 
ed to modem conditions. 
In such a case 
reluctance to amend the Constitution as­ 
sumes the character of a blind prejudice 
which cannot be justified by reason. 
The proposed amendment should be put 
through in the interest of common sense 
and governmental efficiency. 
.

“THAT’S ALL RIGHT BOYS.” 


From the St. Louis Star. 
Last week a jury refused to convict a 
man for a killing in the trial of which the 
judge declared the evidence was plain. This 
week, Circuit Attorney Sidener agreed to a 
sentence of ten and fifteen years, respec­ 
tively, for Thomas and Robert Creed for 
the murder of Patrolman George F. Geis- 
ler. 
Mr. Sidener said a material witness was 
missing, and he was afraid to go to trial 
with only a notorious woman as a witness. 
It is true the character of the woman was 
bad, but what of the witness that had dis­ 
appeared? 
Whose fault is it that he was 
gone? Was any check made in advance to 
see that he be present? 
A more brutal murder has never been 
committed in St. Louis than the one for 
which the two brothers were on trial. Not 
only is the sentence too small, but com­ 
mencement of it starts with the time the 
men were 
placed in jail in 1921. 
One 
brother has four years to serve, while the 
other has eight. 
When the men were tried first they were 
given life sentences, but the supreme C9urt 
reversed the convictions on alleged errors 
by the trial judge. 
The action of the su­ 
preme court impresses the need of a rule 
in Missouri similar to that in Kentucky and 
other states, under which there can be no 
reversals where 
substantial 
justice has 
been done. 
I esterday’s action is a sad commentary 
all around. 
Men convicted of murder in 
the first degree and given life sentences in 
the first trial, and 
permitted 
to 
plead 
guilty to murder in the second degree and 
escape with ten and fifteen years! 
The 
punishment dates back two and a half 
years! 
What next? 
After the agreement had been announc­ 
ed in court, Circuit Attorney Sidener passed 
the court room cell where the prisoners 
were located. 
“I want to thank you, Mr. Sidener, for 
your kind recommendations,” one of the 
prisoners shouted through the bars. 
“Oh, that’s all right, boys,” Sidener re­ 
turned. 
When Patrolman Geisler was killed, Oc­ 
tober 31, 1920, he was not even given a 
chance, according to the testimony at the 
first trial. 
Agreements such as the one 
yesterday is disheartening to the police, to 
court officials and to the people generally. 
It would have been infinitely better if Mr. 
Sidener had gone to trial without any wit­ 
nesses, fighting for a sentence he knew was 
right, rather than accept a plea that wil let 
the men off after a few years in prison. 
Such agreements tell crooks and gang­ 
sters that the law will be easy on them. It 
encourages them to go out and commit 
crime in the belief there will be no vigorous 
prosecution, and that if they are caught 
they can beat the case with a good criminal 
lawyer. 
These are actions that sicken men and 
women who want to see crime punished. It 
is knowledge that there is something wrong 
with the criminal courts that induces addi­ 
tional crime. 
It discourages the 
police. 
Juries won’t convict, prosecuting officials 
don’t vigorously 
prosecute 
and agree to 
light sentences. 
This represents the situation in the 
criminal courts. 
How will Mr. Sidener ex­ 
plain his recommendation to the people? 
What will the people do about it, or do they 
care?

from the tomb, and when they went 
inside they could not find the body.

“Why do you look among the dead 
for him who is alive?

Then he said to them, 
“How foolish you 
are and 
how 
slow to believe all that the prophets 
have said! 
Did not the Christ have 
to suffer thus before entering upon 
his glory?” 
And he began with Moses and all 
the prophets and explained to them 
the passages all through the Scrip­ 
tures that referred to himself. When 
they reached the 
village to 
which 
they were going, he acted as though 
he were going on, but they urged 
him not to, and said, 
“Stay with us, for it is getting to­ 
ward evening, and the day is nearly 
over.” 
So he went in to stay with them. 
And when he took his place with 
them at

and blessed it and rboke it in pieces 
and handed it to them.

they

the city until you are clothed with 
power from on high.”

And as 
he 
was blessing them, he parted trom 
them. 
And they 
w’ent 
back with 
great joy to Jerusalem, and were con­ 
stantly in the Temple, blessing God.

Washing a Mountain into the Sea 


Contractors years ago began to 
move a mountain from the heart of a 
South American city into the sea. 
They used mule-drawn carts to haul 
the soil and rock away to be dumped 
inside the sea walk that marked the 
limits of a new water front. Shortly 
after the work was started it was 
estimated that under this method the 
cost would be almost prohibitive, and 
that the task would require eight 
years. It was finally decided to wash 
away as much as possible of the hill 
with hydraulic force. Twelve giant 
streams of water under pressure from

pumps 
were 


slowly began to crumble downward. 
At its summit stood an old mon­ 
astery. 
Abandoned by its former 
occupants, it fell with the ground that 
supported it. Stones too large to be 
moved by the force o: the water, 
were broken up by dynamite and 
sluiced away. 
Over 7,000,000 cubic 
yards of earth and rock have already 
bern poured from this hill into the 
bay, making an extension to the shore 
three miles wide. Sixty new blocks 
will be available to the business sec­ 
tion of the city when the transfer has 
been completed.

YEAST BREAD 
A 
THIRD of a yeast cake or less 
may be used when setting a 
small sponge at night. 
A cup­ 
ful of liquid is supposed to make 
an ordinary-sized loaf. 
To a pint 
of milk ajjd a pint of boiling wa­ 
ter, cool and add the compressed 
yeast, which has been softened lit 
warm water. 
Add one-half tea­ 
spoonful of salt and two table­ 
spoonfuls of flour to make a drop 
batter. 
Prepare this sponge at 
six o’clock and about ten, knead 
down into a smooth b all; butter 
the bread bowi, 4et in a place not 
too warm, cover and lot stand until 
morning. 
The first thing in the 
morning, lf it is very light, cut 
down with a sharp knife. 
Set in a 
warm place and let rise. 
When 
again light cut down and upon the 
next rising the loaf will be very 
tender. 
A few tablespoonfuls of 
fat may be added to the sponge if 
desired, making a more tender loaf. 
Now knead, make into any desired 
breeds. 
For rolls a very nicfe one 
is the clover leaf. 
Break oft bits 
of the dough, add a little butter 
or sweet fat, roll into small balls 
and place three In ench gem pan. 
Set to rise until very light and f 
bake in a quick oven. 
If time is short, make the old­ 
fashioned 
biscuits, 
pinching 
off 
enough dough for each; roll into a 
ball and place closely together in 
a greased dripping pan. 
Pierce 
with a fork and ret in a very warm 
place to rise; when more than 
double in bulk, place !n a very hot 
oven, then lower the heat to finish 
the baking. 
Dinner rolls of finer texture may be 
made by adding a cupful of mashed 
potato and an egg or two to tho 
sponge with a half-cupful or less 
of shortening. 
This mixture may 
also be used for 
Currant or Cinnamon Buna.—Roll 
a portion of light dough, pin down 
the comers to hold, cover with but­ 
ter, strew with currants and; cin­ 
namon or with cinnamon and brown 
sugar. Roll up into a roll and cut 
with a sharp knife. 
Put to rise 
into a well-greased pan and bake 
carefully _when light, not to bum.

Queen Victoria of Spain and an­ 
nounced 
that 
the 
Irish 
question 
was approaching a settlement. 
Today's function was held in the 
consistorial hall of

vatican 
amid all the dignity and splendor 
that characterize one of the most 
solemn functions of the church. The 
pageantry began an hour before the 
stated time when throngs of arti­ 
sans and workmen lined the two 
old papal roads, the Borgro Vecchio 
and Borgo Nuovo, leading to the 
vatican, to watch the cardinals resi­ 
dent in Rome drive to the apostolic 
palace for their part in the creation 
ot princes of the church. 
It ended 
seme time later in the ancient hall 
when 
the 
pontiff, • having 
placed 
upon the fingers of the new card­ 
inals the rings of their high office, 
retired in state to his private apart­ 
ments, leaving the prelates to the 
congratulations of* their colleagues. 
When the members of the sacred 
college arrived at the vatican they 
found the Swiss guard, in full dress 
uniforms and equipped with breast 
plates and helmets, draw'u up in the 
court of St. Damasus to receive 
them.

CHICAGO, Dec. 20.—A report fea­ 
tured by optimistic 
predictions 
of 
cuccess in developments leading to 
a Lakes to the Ocean waterway, was 
rubmitted today to the council of 
states, of the Great Lakes-St. Law­ 
rence 
Tidewater 
Association 
bv 
Charles P. Craig, its executive direct­ 
or. 
Mr. Craig in his report declared 
that proponents of the waterway pro­ 
ject were assured that “a majority 
in both houses of 
congress 
is im­ 
patient to act favorably upon suit­ 
able measures.’' 
He said that the 
administration 
in 
Washington 
is 
“firmly committed’ to the undertak­ 
ing, that favorable action in Canada 
is promised and that public opinion 
is consolidating. 
In the appointment of former Sena­ 
tor Kellogg to 
be 
ambassador 
to 
Great Britain, the report added, the 
Lakes-to-Ocean project is well plac­ 
ed. 
Considering further the foreign 
angle involved it said that “for the 
first time Canadian supporters of the 
waterway are carrying on a syste­ 
matic campaign of education in the 
northwest provinces. In the Ontario 
elections this fall the province got 
behind the immediate improvement 
of the St. Lawrence, and endorsed 
the policy of the Ontario Power Com­ 
mission. 
Two suggestions for financing the 
proposed deep waterway have come 
from Canada, the report said. 
One 
wMild provide that the work be di­ 
vided so that the cost between the 
two countriees 
would be 
approxi­ 
mately equal. 
The other would pro­ 
vide that in lieu of participation of 
this country in work that lies in Can­ 
ada, the United States should join 
with Canada in 
underwriting 
the 
bonds. 
“The Interest of farmers through­ 
out the middle w*est in 
transporta­ 
tion, in water transportation, in the 
Lakes-to-Ocean route as the leading 
factor in the correction of an impos­ 
sible situation, steadily grows,” the 
report set out. 
It 
also 
said 
that 
western 
railway 
executives 
“give 
general 
assent 
to 
the 
waterway 
thesis.”
